Mob lawlessness is the most cowardly of crimes declared 


Attorney General Gregory in an address last week to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association. 


"Invariably the victim is unarmed," declared Attorney Gen- 


eral Gregory. "The mob is armed. There is another potent rea- 
son for sternly repressing these disorders. The cry of the mob 
is that it is protecting the boys at the front. The reverse is 
true. No greater wrong can be done to our soldiers'in France 
than that of lynching Germans in America. The story of the 
lynching of that German in Illinois is being considered in Ger- 
many today. Such acts will be seized upon by our enemies as 
justifying severe reprisals on our soldiers in German prison 
camps. Having sowed the wind we will reap the whirlwind." 


Upon your shoulders Governor Philipp there rests a grave

In Flanders the Germans bave returned to the attack, 


but apparently only in a'strong local attempt to outflank 
the positions of Locre, Scherpenberg and Mont Rouge, 
which they were unable to take by a frontal operation. 
While this may be the beginning of another furious.'battle 
on the sector where the enemy met disastrous defeat ten 
days ago, indications are that the attack is not in very great 
force, although the lighting is intense. 


Pushing against the Anglo-French forces on a five 


mile front between Voormezeele and La Clytte the 
Ger- 


mains gained the allied front in the center but were re- 
pulsed elsewhere, tho French even making a slight advance 
of their own south of La Clytte. In the center-the,-allied 
troops continue the fighting in an effort to throw the Ger- 
mans out of the advance positions they captured. 


Seemingly the Germans are attacking in the hope of 


driving the allies back toward the Kemmelbeck river and 
its branches or beyond Poperinghe and thus outflank the 
heights running west from Mont Kemme'l. 
Very heavy 


losses were inflicted on the enemy in his previous strong 
effort to penetrate this line, and the line about Locre and 
its adjoining hills. It may be the attack is only a mask for 
a stronger effort elsewhere, although to break through the~\ 
Voortnezeele-Locre line might be of marked advantage to 
the enemy. 


Elsewhere in Flanders and in Picardy the infantry has 


been inactive. The big guns, however, are roaring without 
cessation, especially north and south of the Avre, east of 
Amiens. Aerial fighting is most active and in a big air 
battle near Douai British aviators brought down eight of 
the enemy_without any losses. Four more German ma- 
chines were brought down at other points. 


Bad weather prevails on the American sectors in 


France. Northwest of Toul an American patrol hae been 
ambushed by the Germans. In this sector also American 
heavy artillery has been in action for the first time. Near 
Montdidier, in Picardy, the American gunners continue their 
harrassing fire against the Germans, 


The American army is growing rapidly in strength. 


Although refusing to divulge the exact number of-men who 
have gone overseas, Secretary of War Baker announces that 
more than 500,000 men have been despatched since the be- 
ginning of the year. 


On the Italian front rains have put a stop to lively artil- 


lery and patrol engagements.

The British forces advancing northward from Bagdad, 


Mesopotamia, have captured Kerkuk, 150-miles north of 
Bagdad and SO miles southeast of Mosul, the objective of 
the drive. Six hundred wounded Turks were taken.

URGES STEPS TO

WASHINGTON 


John M.Olin Makes Sugges- 
tion to Park and Pleasure 


Drive Association 


Action on the ordinance revoking 


the franchise of the street railway 
on East Washington avenue, which 
is awaiting'the signature of the may- 
or, will probably be taken as a re- 
sult of the suggestions made at the 
annual meeting of the Madison Park 
and Pleasure Drive association held 
Wednesday night. 


It was suggested by John M. Olin, 


former president of the association, 
that the park board immediately car- 
ry out the original plans for the im- 
provement of the strip along East 
Washington avenue. When the ave- 
nue was paved, it was planned to 
use the strip for park purposes, but 
the council gave the Wisconsin In- 
tcrurban system a franchise to build 
its tracks through the parkway. 


A number of other suggestions 


were also made to the board by Mr. 
Olin, among them being one to the 
effect that the city should not be al- 
lowed to encroach upon the parks, 
citing as an illustration the placing 
of a pumphousc in Brittingham park. 


Favors Athletic Fclds

One good 
thing about working at the hospital 
is that, we gef~ much better "grub" 
than the other fellows who' are on 
other details. At the hospital we get 
jood metis and we can have all we 
can eat, while the other fellows only 
get so' much and what they get ia 
nowhere near as good as ours. I 
have found 
out that there are a 


great many things that I can write 
now that we Were forbidden to write 
before. One of the things I am go- 
ing to tell you about is the eats wa 
were getting before I got on perma- 
nent detail . at the hospital. The 
meals are the English field rations 
and are the ^ame as are- given the 
English soldiers 
in the 
trenches. 


Here is 
the menu for the 
three 


meals: For breakfast we have two 
slices of bread, some days we get a 
piece of ham and some days we get 
a piece of sow-belly; we also get 
some 0. D. water (I 
suppose you 


know that 0. D. stands 
for Olive 


Drab, which is a brown color). Some 
of the fellows claim that they have 
the formula for making the O. D. 
water or coffee as it is called. Here 
it is: put about forty gallons of wa- 
ter in the kettles, then take a- cof- 
fee bean and bore a hole in it and 
tie a string to it, then drop the bean 
in the kettles of water and pull it 
through several times and the coffee 
is done. The biggest meal we have 
is dinner and here is what we al- 
ways get: ona slice of 
bread, 9ne 


spud (if there are 'any left over we 
get two), some meat that the fel- 
lows claim is horse meat; 
but It 


doesn't make any difference because 
it performs the same action a» beef; 
and a cup of water if we wont it, 
also we get some rice, that the-fel- 
lows claim is nothing like Mother- 
used to make. Now comes 
supper 


and it seems to taste the best of all. 
We get two slices of bread, about a 
cent's worth of chefese, and seven 
men divide up a can of jam that is 
about as big as a cmi that condensed 
milk is sold in; also v;e get some 0. 
D.'water. Well, I have given you 
the menu, what do you think about 
it ? We get this day -after day, but 
after'a person gets used to it he is 
all right, but we hated very much 
to get used to it. 


I eat dinner and supper at tho 


hospital and surely find them much 
different than what I have been get- 
ting for the last three weeks; The
